The property and residence located at 6900 Catclaw Court are part of the severe flooding of residential
structures that occurred on October 17, 1998. There is an immediate need to proceed with the buyout
transactions for the properties targeted for buyout in the Onion Creek Forest arez of the Onion Creek
Watershed.

The lot to be acquired is approximately 10,000 square feet with improvements that include a 1,340 square
foot single family dwelling (mobile home). The market value of the property including improvements is
$52,000, as determined by independent appraisal. The owner has agreed to accept the City’s offer and is
eligible for relocation expenses estimated to be $22,500, plus moving related expenses not to exceed
$10,000.
